NEW LEGISLATION ON ALCOHOL 

Opening up a drafting file at LAW for their attorneys to start drafting a bill cracking down on alcohol. 
Initially, this bill would contain 2 ideas we did not get through last year and 3 new ones. The proposals 
we did not get last year were: 

(a) civH fines for alcohol license holders when their clerks sell to minors and 

(b) no shipping alcohol to the bush in plastic bottles (bootleggers like to burp the air out of the plastic 
bottles so the bottled do not stash and plastic bottles do not clank like glass against anything) (This was a 
recommendation of a joint federal-state task force on rural justice and was supported by prior troopers but 
Walt had Major Glk* testify against our proposal hi committee for reasons that are stiN unclear to me).

This controversy - and Senate's rumored 
investigation - is suspiciously overshadowing AGIA and Energy work- please help get that 
back on track but also help me get truth out surrounding the desire to move Walt to a 
different position so DPS could see action leading to results, versus merely talking about 
crafting more plans to deal with public safety challenges. 

Between the FOIA's last week (and the public still doesn't understand it's been a 
ConocoPhillips employee FOIA-ing emails) and Walt's stirred-up controversy, the whole AGIA 
issue was overshadowed and attention shifted from that to other things. Please assist me 
in helping Alaskans realize the importance of the pending legislation on the lawmakers' 
plates today.

I ask that you consider the energy rebates for all children age 16 and under be given to local 
school districts. School districts must receive energy assistance. School district budgets have 
been hit hard by gas and diesel increases. 

Consider that rural school districts are paying $5+ a gallon for fuel to run the generators that 
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power the lights and heat for the village or town school- Schools also serve as community centers. 
Generators must run twelve hours a day minimum usually. 

Consider that the larger school districts like Anchorage, Fairbanks, Mat-Su and Juneau transport 
students over many road miles. Utility costs have also increased. The energy cost is now way over 
what districts originally budgeted. 

A family with four children needs assistance for their schools. Do they need four rebates all to the same 
household, or could the rebates be more effective at the school level? Setting the age at 16, allows for 
rebates to go to 17 or 18 year olds who may be driving, or who may even be working. 

If school districts do not receive extra help, the added costs will reduce school budgets for educating our 
youth - and this is not acceptable.

This is a brief chronology of recent questions posed to KABATA, and their responses: 

l.On April 22, 2008, Deputy Commissioner Frank Richards wrote KABATA a letter requiring their response to a 
number of questions including an accounting of the $40 million spent to date, information about the draft RFP, 
risks associated with the project, project projected revenue, an updated cost estimate, and a question about 
the construction of the Ingra-Gambell connector. 

2. On May 28, 2008 KABATA responded to the letter from Frank Richards. The response was less than 
satisfactory, and there was some serious concerns expressed about their updated cost estimate. 

3. DOT/PF, in conjunction with Federal Highway Administration , determined it was it was necessary to secure an 
estimate update of project costs. The Request for Proposal was advertised July 9 th , with a due date of 7/30. 
The work effort will be funded jointly by the FHWA, and DOT. 

4. The AMATS Policy Committee continues to have a keen interest in this project. At the July 10 th meeting, the 
Policy Committee gave KABATA a series of questions to answer. Although a lot of the questions overlapped 
with questions asked by Frank Richards, or were already asked and answered in the Enviromental Impact 
Statement, many of the questions asked by members of the Policy Committee are centered around issues 
specific to the MunicipaLITY OF Anchorage.

Setting the age at 1 6, allows for 
rebates to go to 1 7 or 1 8 year olds who may be driving, or who may even be working.

There is also a significant reduction in Alaska Native high school smokers, from 62 percent in 
1995 to 44 percent m 2003 to 32 percent in 2007 (Youth Risk Behavior Survey). Smoking is 
also down significantly among women - from 24.2 percent in 1996 to 18.9 percent in 2007 
(national prevalence is 18.4 percent). The steepest decline is among adults age 40-59, from 
28.7 percent in 1996 to 21.6 percent in 2007. 

The drop can be attributed to a sustained comprehensive tobacco prevention program, 
including tax increases, clean indoor air policies, media, community programs and the Alaska 
Tobacco Quit Line.
